eign Trade, A.P. Rosengoltz. 
Summarizing the present trade 
relations, Pravda _ pointed out 
that the Soviet Union exported 
$20,500,000 worth of goods to 
the U.S. in 1936, as against $17,- 
800,000 in 1935. Main articles 
were furs, anthracite, manganese 
ore, asbestos, flax and linen. 
The U.S. exported to the U.S 
S.R. in 1936 products valued at 
$33,400,000 as against $24,700,000 
in 1935. Main articles were ma- 
chines, oil, rolling lathes, electron 
radio tubes and other wireless 
equipment. 
Pravda’s 
further: 
“The trade agreement of July 
13, 1935, helping to stabilize re 
lations between the U.S.S.R. and 
the U.S.A. and facilitating the 
trade turnover between them, 
did not, however, fully liquid- 
ate the difficulties which stand 
in the way of completely favor- 
able developments of Soviet 
American economic collabora- 
tion. 
“In particular, the export of 
Soviet anthracite to the United 
States continues to be taxed with 
1 high duty, while the United 
States had freed other countries 
—England, Belgium and Holland 
-from duty on anthracite. The 
levving of this duty negatively 
i affects the interests of Soviet- 
American trade.”

Japanese and Chinese People 
Join in Rebuke to Militarism 


A Hla JAPANESE people, in company with 


their down-trodden Chinese brothers in 


Manchuria, are moving into the front ranks 
, ‘ ; “3° 
of the world-wide struggle against fascist mill- 


tarism. 

In Japan the voters overwhelmingly re 
jected the war-provoking policies which are 
behind the Hayashi cabinet, which threatened 
to abolish even the limited democratic rights 
of the people, exercised through the present 
Japanese parliament. They rejected, in ef - 
fect, the campaigns by which the Japanese 
military has despoiled Manchuria to the mis- 
ery of both the Chinese and Japanese masses. 

Almost simultaneously the people of Man. 
churia arose in such a widespread revolt 
against the Japanese army of occupation that 
news of it could not be entirely suppressed. 

Repercussions of this double rebuke will 
resound through every citadel of imperialism 
and fascist reaction. It is the answer of the 
Chinese and Japanese people to the German- 
Japan ‘“‘anti-Communist’’ pact aimed at the 
Soviet Union. It is a warning to Hitler and 
Mussolini in their criminal campaign in Spain. 

The Hayashi cabinet had already threat- 


ened another dissolution of the Diet if its 
program was not approved. When the re-

1937. 

Contract System Abolished 
The important points of the 
contract, according to the work- 
ers, are the recognition of the 
unions as agent for collective 
bargaining for the workers and 
the abolishment of the contract 
system in the field work. 

The unions have also the right 
to send field delegates into the 
fields at any time of the day 
to check on the workers. The 
growers must furnish the field 
delegate names of his workers 
so as to help the field delegate 
and avoid unnecessary interfer- 
ence in the work. 

Minimum wages of 30 cents 
an hour for all general field 
work and 30 cents minimum for 
celery and other skilled work, 
were Set. 

It was also provided that there 
should be equal pay for men 
and women in the same kind of 
work. 

A grievance committee of 
equal number of delegates from 
the growers and the unions was 
set up to negotiate any dispute 
that may arise in the execution 
of the contract. 

Preliminary arrangements are 
being made to negotiate with 
the few individual growers not 
covered by the contract.
